off the Dutch coast. Although it is 
not positively established 
whether 


the sinking was due to a mine or a 
torpedo, there is a singular unanimi- 
ty on the part of those who were on 
board in attributing it to a subma- 
rine's act. 


The crew base their belief in this 


regard chiefly on the 
intense 
'v 10- 


lence of the explosion and on the 
fact that it occurred amidships. 


The vessel was 
outward 
bound 


from Amsterdam to South American 
ports carrying a crew of 294 and 82 
passengers, the latter mostly 
neu- 


tralb, including, it 
is said, 
three 


Americans. 
The ship bore the usu- 


al identification marks of her neu- 
tral character, including an illumin- 
ated name and flag. 


The disaster has created 
a pro- 


found sensation throughout Holland, 
where the ship was a great popular 
favorite owing to its size and luxuri- 
ous appointments 
The press com- 


ments reflect anger and indignation. 


It is now believed there 
was a 


small number of lives 
lost in 
the 


sinking of the Tubantia, 
either 
in 


the explosion or an accident wh'ch 
.attended the 
launching of a h'e 


boat 
The 
steamship 
remained 


afloat several hours. 


According to all reports there was 


no panic, everyone on board behav- 
ing 
splendidly. 
The boats 
were 


launched in their appointed 
order 


and the passengers were all taken off 
first. Th.e rescue work was difficult 
owing to the darkness the heavy mist 
and the rough sea 
The boats were 


several hours in finding the Noor- 
hinder lightsh'p, which 
was

miles away. 


The captain and part of the crew 


remained on the gradually sinking 
ship for some time, the wireless op- 
erator keeping up the work of guid- 
ing 'Dutch vessels to the rescue. The 
captain was on the vessel for 
two- 


hours after she was struck and was 
the last to leave. The rescuing ves- 
sels took the passengers- and crew 
to Flushing, Amsterdam 
and

Berlin, March 17, (By wireless to 


Sayville).—Or. Karl Helfferich, sec- 
retary of the imperial treasury intro- 
duced in the Reichstag yesterday the 
budget proposals and bills for

new war taxes. 
Dr. Helfferich in- 


sisted upon the necessity 
of 
rigid 


economy in framing the budget, say- 
ing:"We shall put 
on 
the 
brakes 


wherever we can." 


IDr, Melfferich said it was essen- 


tial to make adequate provisions for 
war requirements in the 
way 
of 


loans. 
"This is not red tape," he 
said. 


"It is nothing but duty 
and 
fore- 


sight for a coming day." 


The secretary pointed out that an 


increase in revenue by taxation was 
necessary although he 
said

German expected peace would bring 
financial relief. 


After stating; that war expenses 


were not included In the budget he 
referred to the fact that the influ-

each, while a fifth was delivered in 
an eff011 by the

southeast of Vaux village. 


The heavy fighting in the past 


few dajs has been to the northwest 
of the fortress and only last night 
Paris leported massed attacks by the
